Gallant 
Woman who Fought witheut Arms, and Corquer’d 
by Death: She was the Mother of the Macchabees, who 
affifting at the Torments of her Children, exhorted them 
to Con{tancy and Perfeyerance in their Fatth + bayine 
fuffer’d Scvei Deaths in as many of her Sons. the wou d 
endure the laft pouring out her Blood by the tame force 
wherewith fhe had reitrained her Tears. The lati of 
Fewifh Race 1 fhall produce, isthe Viruous ALarians 
me, a famous Pattern of "l-erewarded Conftancy : She 
retained her Noble Confidence, and preferved all tice 
Majefty, aimidf fuborn’d Accufers, Corrupted and 
Confed<rated ludees, and with undaunted Courage 
fella Victim toMtt Tyrants Il-grounded Tealoufy. >
